Auto Industry Bailout Backed 


Pelosi, Reid call for emergency aid before transfer of power 


WASHINGTON I House Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
called for “emergency and limited financial 
assistance” for the battered auto industry 
on Tuesday and urged the outgoing Bush 
administration to join lawmakers in reach- 
ing a quick compromise. 

Four days after dismal financial reports 
from General Motors Corp. and Ford Motor 
Co., Pelosi backed legislation to make the 
automakers eligible for help under the 
$700 billion bailout measure that cleared 


Congress in October. In a statement, the 
California Democrat said the aid was needed 
“in order to prevent the failure of one or more 
of the major American automobile manufac- 
turers, which would have a devastating impact 
on our economy, particularly on the men and 
women who work in that industry.” 

Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., also supports help for the industry, 
issuing a statement saying Democrats were 
“determined to pass legislation that will save

Qualified homeowners 
will be given a ehanee 
to renegotiate loans 

WASHINGTON! The government and 
the mortgage industry are launch- 
ing the most sweeping effort yet 
to help troubled homeowners by 
speeding up the process for rene- 
gotiating hundreds of thousands 
of delinquent loans held by Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac. 

The Federal Housing Finance 


Agency, which seized control of the 
two mortgage finance companies 
in September, announced the plan 
Tuesday along with other govern- 
ment and industry officials, includ- 
ing Hope Now, an alliance of mort- 
gage companies organized by the 
Bush administration last year. 

“Foreclosures hurt families, 
their neighbors, whole communi- 
ties and the overall housing market,” 
said James Lockhart, the housing 
finance agency’s director. “We need 
to stop this downward spiral.” 


Officials hope the new approach, 
which goes into effect Dec. 15., will 
become a model for loan servicing 
companies, which collect mort- 
gage companies and distribute 
them to investors. These compa- 
nies have been roundly criticized 
for being slow to respond to a surge 
in defaults. 

To qualify, borrowers would 
have to be at least three months 
behind on their home loans, and 
would need to owe 90 percent or 
more than the home is currently 


worth. Investors who do not occu- 
py their homes would be excluded, 
as would borrowers who have filed 
for bankruptcy. 

Borrowers would get help in 
several ways: The interest rate 
would be reduced so that bor- 
rowers would not pay more than 
38 percent of their income on hous- 
ing expenses. Another option is for 
loans to be extended from 30 years 
to 40 years, and for some of the 
principal amount to be deferred 
interest-free, (ap) 


Study: Fat Kids’ 
Arteries Similar 
To 45-Year-Olds’ 

NEW ORLEANS I Obese children 
as young as 10 had the arteries of 
45-year-olds and other heart abnor- 
malities that greatly raise their 
risk of heart disease, say doctors 
who used ultrasound tests to take 
a peek inside. 

“As the old saying goes, you’re 
as old as your arteries are,” said 
Dr. Geetha Raghuveer of Children’s 
Hospital in Kansas City, who led 
one of the studies. 

About a third of American chil- 
dren are overweight and one-fifth 
are obese. Many parents think that 
“baby fat” will melt away as kids 
get older. But research increasing-

Activists say they will 
turn focus to protests, 
grassroots organizing 

NEW YORK I Despite election set- 
backs on many fronts, anti-abor- 
tion leaders sound more defiant 
than deflated as they brace for a 
future with fewer friends in high 
places. 

With Democrats soon to be in 
full control in Washington, tactics 
for anti-abortion groups are likely to 
refocus on street protests, grassroots 
activism and state legislation. One 
major three-day protest is scheduled 
to start in the nation’s capital on Jan. 
21, the day after Sen. Barack Obama’s 
inauguration as president. 

“The election forces the pro-life 
movement to go back to what we do 
best — local grassroots organizing,” 


said the Rev. Patrick J. Mahoney, 
director of the Christian Defense 
Coalition. “We will not go silently 


into the night.”

defeat for the anti-abortion move- 
ment, starting with Obama’s pres- 
idential victory. Priests for Life 
said voters “made a grave mis- 
take,” while Mahoney’s group, in 
a refrain shared by many conser- 
vatives, contended Obama will 
be “the most radical pro -abortion 
president” in U.S. history. 

The overall outcome “brings 
about feelings of great disappoint- 
ment, of anger,” said the Rev. Frank 


Pavone, national director of Priests 
for Life. “But that disappointment 
and anger are forms of energy. ... I 
believe a lot of people on the side- 
lines for the last eight years will 
now get engaged.” 

Pavone predicted that activists 
would stage more mass demonstra- 
tions and abortion clinic vigils. He 
also said the election results shed 
light on the movement’s weak points 
and would prompt new efforts to 
register anti-abortion voters. 

Another outlet for activism is the 
ever-growing network of local preg- 
nancy centers run by anti-abortion 
staffers who seek to persuade young 
women with unintended pregnan- 
cies to choose adoption or single 
motherhood over abortion. 

“While legislative efforts to pro- 
tect the unborn and women from 
abortion may be limited in future 
years, the work of pregnancy centers 
is advancing stronger than ever,” 
said Melinda Delahoyde, president 
of Care Net. david crary (ap)

Palin Looks Ahead to 2012 


Governor says she will 
eonsider presidential 
run if it is Gods will 

WASHINGTON | Alaska Gov. Sarah 
Palin has put the ‘^brutal” 2008 cam- 
paign behind her and has the next 
presidential race in her sights, with 
a flurry of national television inter- 
views and a high-profile appearance 
at the Republican Governors Asso- 
ciation meeting this week. 

Palin’s stepping-out has been a 
marked departure for a vice presi- 
dential candidate who was held to 
tightly controlled appearances for 
much of the fall campaign. She’s 
indirectly but unmistakably put her 
name in play as a potential presiden- 
tial candidate, saying she’ll “plow 
through that door” if it’s God’s will 
and conditions are right. 

While Republican presidential 
nominee Arizona Sen. John McCa- 
in has kept a low profile since last 
Tuesday’s election, Palin has spoken 
forcefully to deny any responsibility 
for her ticket’s loss. She has blamed

the policies of President Bush, the 
handicap of representing the incum- 
bent party and the nation’s financial 
crisis for the GOP defeat. 

“I think the economic collapse 
had a heckuva lot more to do with 
the campaign’s collapse than me 
personally,” the governor said in 
an interview broadcast Tuesday on 
NBC’s “Today” show. 

Palin said she resents rumors she 


said were spread about her and her 
family during the race. “I did not 
know that it would be as brutal a ride 
as it turned out to be,” she said. 

Palin has been fielding ques- 
tions about her political future 
since the campaign ended, most 
recently in an interview with Fox 
News on Monday. 

“I’m, like, ‘OK, God, if there is an 
open door for me somewhere’ — this 
is what I always pray — I’m, like, 
‘Don’t let me miss the open door,”’ 
she said. ‘And if there is an open door 
in 12 or four years later, and if it is 
something that is going to be good 
for my family, for my state, for my 
nation, an opportunity for me, then 
I’ll plow through that door.” 

Palin likely will have competi- 
tion from other GOP governors and 
former governors for a 2012 White 
House bid. Among the potential 
candidates are former Massachu- 
setts governor Mitt Romney, Mis- 
sissippi Gov. Haley Barbour, former 
Arkansas governor Mike Huck- 
abee and Louisiana Gov. Bobby 
Jindal. (ap)

Baghdad Bridge Reunites Citizens 


Iraqi officials reopen 
route linking Shiite, 
Sunni neighborhoods 

BAGHDAD I In a symbolic gesture of 
unity, Iraqi officials Tuesday reopened 
a bridge linking Shiite and Sunni 
neighborhoods that had been closed 
since a 2005 stampede claimed nearly 
1,000 lives — the single biggest loss 
of lives of the Iraq war. 

The Imams Bridge spans the 
Tigris River and links the Sunni 
neighborhood of Azamiyah — a for- 
mer al-Qaeda stronghold — and the 
Shiite district of Kazimiyah, where 
Shiite militias once held sway. 

It has been closed since Aug. 31, 
2005, when rumors of a suicide 
bomber panicked thousands of Shi- 
ite pilgrims walking to a religious 
shrine in Kazimiyah. Iraqi officials

Government officials and cler- 
ics from the two Muslim sects gath- 
ered on the bridge for a ceremony, in 
which speakers hailed the event as 
a triumph over sectarianism. They 
celebrated with the ritual slaughter 
of a half-dozen sheep. 

“This bridge is the symbol of 
the true spirit and solidarity of the 
Iraqi people,” said Sheik Saleh al- 
Haidari, a Shiite community leader.

U.K. Teen Refuses 

LONDON I Hannah Jones, 13, is not 
afraid of dying — she is afraid of 
spending her remaining days in a 
hospital bed. 

In a case that raises a host of 
medical and ethical issues, the Brit- 
ish teenager from a town northwest 
of London has won a battle to refuse 
a heart transplant operation. 

That decision by British medical 
authorities has ignited a debate over 
whether children should have the 
right to refuse potentially lifesav- 
ing medical treatments or whether 
health authorities have an obliga-

tion to intervene. 

Hannah was diagnosed with leu- 
kemia at age 4. Doctors later found 
a heart defect. In eight years, she 
has had chemotherapy and nearly 
a dozen operations. 

“I’ve been in hospitals too much

told Sky News on Tuesday. 

British courts have said that 
children younger than 16 can make 
decisions about their health care if 
they have “sufficient understanding

Taliban are suspected 
in raid on convoy with 
supplies for U.S. troops 

PESHAWAR, PAKISTAN I Suspected 
Taliban fighters hijacked trucks 
carrying Humvees and other sup- 
plies for U.S. -led troops in Afghani- 
stan, authorities said Tuesday after 
a brazen attack near the Khyber 
Pass that underscored the mili- 
tants’ grip across key mountain 
strongholds. 

The assault highlighted the vul- 
nerability of a vital supply route for 
the 65,000 U.S. and NATO forces 
battling a resurgent Taliban in land- 
locked Afghanistan. A significant 
amount of supplies for the Western 
forces go through Pakistan. 

Attacks on convoys carrying 
food, fuel and other supplies are 
common on the road. But Mon- 
day’s raid was especially large and 
well-organized. It also could fur- 
ther strain U.S. -Pakistani relations 
over rooting out Taliban and al- 
Qaeda militants along the border.

About 60 masked militants 
blocked the route at several points 
before overpowering the convoy.

A suicide bomber blew himself 
up Tuesday outside a stadium host- 
ing athletes from across the coun- 
try, killing at least three people and 
wounding 17 while narrowly miss- 
ing some top government leaders, 
officials said. 

The bomber struck outside the 
main gate of the Peshawar Sports 
Complex, which was decked with 
lights for the closing ceremony of 
the Inter-Provincial Games. Offi- 
cials had promoted the games as 
a way to improve the northwest’s 
violent image.

14 pro-democracy 
activists are sentenced 
to 65 years in prison 

YANGON, MYANMAR I Courts in mil- 
itary-ruled Myanmar delivered a 
devastating blow Tuesday to the 
nation’s pro-democracy movement, 
sentencing two dozen activists to 
harsh prison terms that will keep 
them behind bars long past a 2010 
election. 

Fourteen members of the Gen- 
eration 88 Students group were 
sentenced to prison terms of 65 
years each, and a labor activist, 
Su Su Nway, was sentenced to 1234 
years. Ten people allied with Nobel 
Peace laureate Aung San Sun Kyi’s 
National League for Democracy got 
jail terms of eight to 24 years. 

Many of the activists were 
involved in protests last year that 
led to huge pro-democracy demon- 
strations that the army put down by 
force. According to U.N. estimates, 
at least 31 people were killed, and 
thousands of demonstrators were

detained. Many fled the country or 
went underground. 

Most of the sentences were 
handed down in closed-court ses- 
sions. The lengths of the terms sug- 
gest the junta will pay little heed to 
calls from the U.N. and many West- 
ern nations to make its self-styled 


transition to democracy more fair 
and inclusive. 

Amnesty International said 
the court actions were “a powerful 
reminder that Myanmar’s military 
government is ignoring calls by the 
international community to clean 
up its human rights record.” (ap)

Archaeologists Locate 
New Pyramid in Egypt 


4,300-year-old site s 
remains were found 
under 65 feet of sand 

SAQQARA, EGYPT I Archaeologists 
have discovered a new pyramid 
under the sands of Saqqara, an 
ancient burial site that has yielded 
a string of unearthed pyramids in 
recent years but remains largely 
unexplored. 

The 4,300-year-old monument 
most likely belonged to Queen Ses- 
heshet, the mother of the founder of 
Egypt’s 6th Dynasty. It was built sev- 
eral hundred years after the famed 
Great Pyramids of Giza, antiquities 
chief Zahi Hawass said Tuesday. 

The discovery is part of the 
sprawling necropolis and burial site 
of the rulers of ancient Memphis, 
the capital of Egypt’s Old Kingdom, 
about 12 miles south of Giza. 

All that remains of the pyramid is 
a l6-foot-tall structure that had been 
buried under 65 feet of sand.

“There was so much sand 
dumped here that no one had any 
idea there was something buried 
underneath,” said Hawass. 

Hawass’ team had been excavat- 
ing at the location for two years, but 
determined only two months ago 
that the structure was part of a pyra- 
mid. The pyramid is the 118th found 
so far in Egypt, katarin a kratovac (ap)

Competition Fierce 
For Seasonal Jobs 


Applications pour into 
stores, but demand for 
holiday workers is low 

NEW YORK I The odds of landing a 
part-time job at department store 
operator Bealls Outlet Stores Inc. 
this holiday season are slimmer 
than getting into Harvard: It’s one 
out of every 45. 

Don’t think the chances are any 
better at 7-Eleven. One California 
store received more than 100 appli- 
cants in a week and a half for jobs 
that pay $8.50 per hour — and the 
retailer doesn’t even usually hire 
holiday workers. 

From department stores and 
convenience chains to call centers, 
managers who only a year ago had 
to scramble to fill holiday jobs are 
seeing a surge in the number of sea- 
soned applicants — many of them 
laid off in other sectors and desper- 
ate for a way to pay the bills. 

The flood of job seekers comes 
even as the retail industry drasti- 
cally cuts back on holiday hiring 
because of the drop-off in consumer 
spending, and the applicants — who 
differ from the usual pool of teens 
or stay-at-home moms looking for 
extra spending money — reflect 


the nation’s fast- deteriorating job 
market. 

“I thought it was going to be 
pretty easy, but I am not the only 
one looking for a job. There are 
thousands of us going for the same 
thing,” said Kimberly Caparo of

both the basic sciences and multi- 
disciplinary research centers and 
institutes,” she 
said. 

Daniels 
will take office 
March 2, suc- 
ceeding William 
R. Brody, who is 
stepping down 
after nearly 12 
years heading Johns Hopkins. The 
school is the largest research-in- 
tensive university in the country 
and under Brody was a highly suc- 
cessful fundraiser. 

In a statement, Daniels said 
that he took the job because of 
the university’s “extraordinary 


academic reputation, its commit- 
ment to research excellence and 
the leadership role it plays in so 
many domains of scientific and 
social inquiry.” 

Daniels has been provost and 
chief academic officer at Penn since 
2005. He has had responsibility 
for undergraduate and graduate 
education, faculty affairs, research 
and technology transfer, global 
initiatives, student life, athletics, 
admissions, arts and culture, and 
libraries. The deans of Penn’s 12 
schools report to him on academic 
and budget matters. 

Brody had the fifth-longest 
tenure among Johns Hopkins’s 
13 presidents. His retirement 
will coincide with the conclu- 
sion of the $3.2 billion Johns 
Hopkins capital campaign.

Kratovil Claims Win in 
Md. 1st District Race 


Democrat Frank M. Kratovil Jr. 
edged out Republican state Sen. 
Andrew P. Harris to win Mary- 
land’s 1st Congressional District 
and claimed victory Tuesday. 

Kratovil spokesman Kevin Law- 
lor said Harris called Kratovil about 
10 a.m. Tuesday. He said Harris con- 
ceded the race, congratulated the 
Democrat and wished him luck. 

“Now we’re just starting to work 
on the transition,” Lawlor said. 

The win ends a bitter and long 
battle between Kratovil, the Queen 
Anne’s County state’s attorney, and 
Harris, an anesthesiologist who lives 
in Baltimore County and is one of 
the state’s most conservative state 
legislators. 


The race, which drew national 
attention and was too close to call 
last week, and election officials said 
the winner would be decided by 
absentee ballots. 

Kratovil took 
49 percent of the 
vote over Harris’s 
48 percent, with 
2,154 votes sepa- 
rating the two. 

Krat ovil’s 
win strength- 
ens the Democrats’ tight hold on 
political power in Maryland and 
leaves only Western Maryland’s 
6th District in GOP hands, with 
veteran Rep. Roscoe G. Bartlett.

2009 TL’s technology 
package puts local 
Dopplers to shame 

WEATHER MOBILE I One of the best 
things about moving to Los Ange- 
les from North Carolina was dis- 
covering the outrageous cadre 
of TV weathermen with vaguely 
meteorological-sounding names: 
Dallas Raines, Johnny Mountain, 
Fritz Coleman. 

The Acura TL threatens to put 
these guys out of their shiny suits. 
This car offers real-time weather 
graphics, just like your local news- 
cast’s Accu-Mega-3D-Doppler-9200 
radar, or whatever. 

The service, bundled with the 
car’s XM satellite subscription (the 
Ford Flex has a similar service), 
comes as part of the car’s technol- 
ogy package. 

Technology — the sheer, dizzy, 
LED mass of it, piled high — has 
always been Acura’s raison d’etre. 
And the new, fourth-generation TL 
doesn’t disappoint. But, does the 
super-whachamacallit work? 

It does, fiendishly so. The car 
rips most corners (19 -inch Z-rated 
tires sure help). In a corner where 
you are coming off the brakes, you 
can get on the throttle sooner and 
harder. Simply loverly. 

This car definitely has some 
sporting moxie. The electric steering 
is twitchy and accurate, although

synthetically heavy; the suspen- 
sion (springs, dampers, stabilizer 
bars) is tensed and actually a bit 
scabrous over rough road. Does 
it boil the sporting blood? Maybe 
not, but it seems to have purpled 
my backside. 

So there’s a bit of soul-searching 
left to do here. Otherwise, the top- 
shelf TL is an amazing car, loaded 
to the gills — audiophile sound sys- 
tem, voice-recognition navigation, 
Bluetooth, leather, weather — and 
priced thousands of dollars below a 
similarly equipped Bimmer. 

You can’t say Acura doesn’t 
know which way the wind blows.

Places that presidents call home 
often become major tourist attrac- 
tions, from estates at Mount Ver- 
non and Monticello, to Hodgenville, 
Ky., where Abe Lincoln’s log cabin 
once stood, to Bill Clinton’s boy- 
hood home in Hope, Ark. 

So, what’s the equivalent of Presi- 
dent-elect Barack Obama’s log cabin? 
Probably a lOth-floor apartment in 
Honolulu where he lived with his 
mother and grandparents. 

But to see all the places con- 
nected to Obama’s life story, you’d 
have to visit three countries, six 
time zones and six states. 

Here are some places to keep 
in mind if you want to create your 
own Obama tour: 

ROOTS: KENYA, KANSAS 

Obama’s late father was from

BERLIN I If you show up in Berlin 
strapped for cash, you’re in good 
company. The German capital’s 
sizable student population, high 
unemployment rate and large starv- 
ing artist contingent makes penny- 
pinching a citywide obsession. 

This is, after all, the city that has 
not only been dubbed one of the hip- 
pest in Europe because of its rag- 
ing nightlife, plethora of museums.

Training department s 
adjustments pay off 
after last years woes 

REDSKINS I Midway through last 
season, the Redskins Park train- 
ing room was filled with legions 
of players nursing sore ham- 
strings and the like. Some played 
through the nagging pain, albeit 
in a diminished capacity. Others 
missed games entirely, triggering 
a sense of alarm. 

“They sure get your attention,” 
Redskins Director of Sports Medi- 
cine Bubba Tyer said of the rash of 
hamstring injuries. “And we gave 
it our attention.” 


Aware of the spike in afflictions 
and their tendency to linger, con- 
cern drifted down from the organi- 
zation’s highest levels. Even before 
the season ended, owner Daniel 
Snyder and executive vice presi- 
dent of football operations Vinny 
Cerrato called for action in hopes of 
preventing future outbreaks. 

A year later. Redskins officials 
say they’ve made progress. 

Washington hardly has been 
exempt from injuries, as several 
players have trudged through nag- 
ging ailments this season. But they 
also agree the impact made by nag- 
ging injuries — such as hamstrings 
— have not been as debilitating as 
last season. 


Since the midpoint of last sea- 
son, the Redskins have rearranged 
the athletic training department, 
while the strength and conditioning 
staff has developed new stretches 
and exercises designed to help cut 
down on injuries. 

The biggest change was the 
addition of another staff member, 
first-year assistant athletic trainer 
Elliott Jermyn. 

The addition, he said, has freed 
up other staffers to focus on other 
duties, including working to keep 
players on the field who may already 
be fighting injuries. “You’ve only 
got so many minutes in the day to 
work with these guys,” Tyer said.

Lincecum Wins Cy Young 


Giants fireballer easily 
bests Webb, Santana 
for Nli top pitcher 

BASEBALL I Tim Lincecum won the 
National League Cy Young Award 
by a comfortable margin Tuesday, 
taking home pitching’s highest 
honor in his second major league 
season. 

The slender kid with the whirl- 
ing windup is the second San Fran- 
cisco Giants pitcher to win a Cy 
Young. The first was Mike McCor- 
mick in 1967 . 

Lincecum received 23 of 32 


first-place votes and 137 points in 
balloting by the Baseball Writers’ 
Association of America. Brandon 
Webb of the Ari- 
zona Diamond- 
backs got four 
first-place votes 
and finished 
second with 73 
points. 

Listed at 
5-foot-ll and I 60 
pounds, tiny by today’s standards for 
a pitcher, Lincecum defied detrac- 
tors — and the laws of physics — by 
firing 97 mph fastballs past one 
hulking slugger after another. 


The 24 -year-old right-hander 
was 18-5 with a 2.62 ERA and a 
major league-best 265 strikeouts, 
remarkable numbers for a fourth- 
place team that finished 72-90. 

Lincecum led the NL in win- 
ning percentage (.783), ranked sec- 
ond in ERA and was third with 227 
innings. He made his first All-Star 
squad, but an illness prevented him 
from appearing in the July 15 game 
at Yankee Stadium. 

New York Mets ace Johan San- 
tana, who led the league in ERA 
(2.53) and innings (234 1-3), also 
garnered four first-place votes and

Ex-Indians Ace Score Dies 


Pitcher was on the road 
to greatness until he 
was hit by a line drive 

OBITUARY I Herb Score, the Cleve- 
land Indians pitcher and former 
broadcaster whose promise on the 
mound was shattered by a line drive, 
died Tuesday. He was 75. 

Score died at his home in Rocky 
River, Ohio, the team said in a state- 
ment. He had been in a wheelchair 
since suffering a stroke in 2002, 
four years after he was seriously 
injured in a car accident. 

A hard-throwing left-hander 


with a big fastball and a big heart. 
Score pitched for the Indians from 

1955 to 1959 . He was named the 
American League rookie of the 
year in 1955 after 
going 16 - 10 . He 
went 20-9 in 

1956 and was 
twice named 
to the All-Star 
team. 

However, 

Score’s career 
took a sad and nearly tragic turn 
on May 7, 1957, when Gil McDou- 
gald of the New York Yankees lined 
a ball off Score’s right eye, breaking 


his nose and a number of bones in 
his face. Fearful of being hit again. 
Score changed his pitching motion, 
with less-than-favorable results. 
After two losing seasons in Cleve- 
land, he pitched parts of three sea- 
sons with the Chicago White Sox. 
He never won more than nine games 
after the injury and retired in 1962 
with a 55-46 record. 

“Herb Score ... would’ve been 
just as good if not better than Sandy 
Koufax if it wouldn’t have been for 
his injury to his eye,” Hall of Fame 
pitcher Bob Feller said. “And Sandy 
Koufax was the best pitcher I ever

‘Slumdog Millionaire’ 
is A) charming B) witty 
and C) well-acted 

FILM I Despite the exotic nature of 
its foreign locale — the teeming, 
impoverished streets of Mumbai, 
India — “Slumdog Millionaire” is 
every inch a Danny Boyle film. 

The hope within the squalor, the 
humor within the violence, they’re 


all thematic trademarks of the Brit- 
ish director of the druggie drama 
“Trainspotting” and the zombie 
saga “28 Days Later.” But this time, 
Boyle takes his wildly high-energy 
visual aesthetic and applies it to a 
story that, at its core, is really rath- 
er sweet and traditionally crowd- 
pleasing. 

The unassuming Dev Patel 
stars as our slumdog underdog, 
Jamal, an 18 -year-old who comes 


from nothing but is on the verge 
of winning more money than any- 
one’s ever won on the Indian ver- 
sion of “Who Wants to Be a Mil- 
lionaire?” The game show’s host 
(an ideally smarmy and egotisti- 
cal Anil Kapoor) grows unshak- 
ably suspicious as Jamal prepares 
to face one last question for the 
top prize of 20 million rupees 
and has him hauled in for police 
questioning (by the ever-imposing 


Irrfan Khan). 

Simon Beaufoy’s complex script, 
based loosely on the Vikas Swarup 
novel “Q & A,” glides effortlessly 
among Jamal’s interrogation, his 
unlikely success in the television 
hot seat and his rough-and-tumble 
upbringing, which provided the life 
lessons that serve him so miracu- 
lously well now. 

Jamal reflects upon the desper- 
ate times he shared with his older 
brother, Salim (Madhur Mittal), 
after their mother was killed in 
a savage anti-Muslim attack. He 
remembers the cruelty of the Fagin- 
like figure who forced them and 
other orphans into slavery. And 
he recalls fondly the time he spent 
with Latika (stunning former model 
Freida Pinto), his first love, who, as 
a scared child, became the broth- 
ers’ third musketeer. 

Maybe it’s a bit too clever that 
every question in the game show 
just happens to have some connec- 
tion to Jamal’s vividly Dickensian 
life, from his encounter with a blind 
child panhandler to the unfortunate 
reason he knows what a Colt .45 is. 
But that’s the point: witnessing the 
uplift of the charmed new life Jamal 
can now call his own. 

But then in the third act, “Slum- 
dog Millionaire” takes an unfor- 
tunately conventional turn, when 
everything until then had felt so 
fresh and new. The absolute end- 
ing is a joy, though, so, please, make 
sure you stick around for it. After all 
the heavy, emotionally wrenching 
material that preceded it for two 
hours, it’s the perfect final answer.

Archuleta Takes Sexy Away

M U S I C I Why do ‘American Idol” fans 
consistently reward male pop sing- 
ers for being entirely sexless on the 
show? Pouty lips and flirty lashes 
are practically entrance require- 
ments for female singers, and “rock- 
er” guys can bellow and strut to their 
content. But there’s a kind of elfish 
contestant who always does well 


despite the possibility of vanishing 
in a cloud of unicorn glitter were he 
to sing something arousing. 

Which brings us to the curious 
case of David Archuleta’s debut, 
self-titled album.

But the record is larded 
with awkward modernist R&B, 
Christian semaphore ballads like 
“You Can” and warm-milk mewling 
that makes David Cook, Archuleta’s 
“Idol” foe, sound like Robert Plant.

A Changing Sonic Landscape 


Dido experiments 
with different places 
and an evolving style 

SONGSTRESS I Dido counts herself 
lucky. She has two homes: one in 
Los Angeles and one in London. 
And by “homes,” she doesn’t nec- 
essarily mean houses — she means 
places where she feels comfortable 
and creative. 

“London is still home — but I 
feel real love for Los Angeles,” she 
says. “It’s a city built on people hav- 
ing an imagination.” 

Sitting at the dining room table 
at a house in L. A.’s Laurel Canyon, 
Dido says that in the five years since 


her last album, “Life for Rent,” 
she’s spent time reconnecting with 
family and friends — and gaining 
confidence to explore new kinds 
of music. 

That search, with the assistance 
of producers Jon Brion and Dido’s 
brother, Rollo Armstrong, lead to 
“Safe Trip Home,” due out Tuesday. 
While the songwriting is classic 
Dido — with haunting, personal 
lyrics about life’s bittersweet turns 
— the musical accompaniments 
are unusual, featuring everything 
from Swiss hand bells to strings 
and woodwinds. 

“She’s made the best record she’s 
made of her career so far, and I 
think she’s totally grown as a musi- 



cian, as a songwriter and as a per- 
former,” Sony BMG U.K. Chairman 
Ged Doherty says. 

Dido’s sound has evolved on 
lengthy, reverb-laden tracks such 
as “Northern Skies” and “Let’s Do 
the Things We Normally Do,” which 
show a Brian Eno influence. But it 
won’t come across as jarring to a 
massive fan base that snapped up 
4.2 million U.S. copies of 1999’s “No 
Angel” and 2.1 million of 2003’s 
“Life for Rent.” 

Even with her global suc- 
cess, the fact remains: You can 
take the girl out of London, but 
you can’t take London out of 
the girl. “I drank an enormous 
amount of Guinness during the 
course of the album,” she says. 
“We had a Guinness tap in the 
studio inside of a kegerator. It 
is a food group, in my opinion.”

High food costs don’t 
deter Americans from 
Thanksgiving feasts 

Crazy economic times have Ameri- 
cans counting their pennies along 
with their blessings this Thanks- 
giving. And that has many people 
wondering: Just how much will it 
cost to give thanks this year? 

Thanksgiving, the intersection 
of gratification and gratitude, can 
leave a thrifty shopper feeling as 
plucked as the bird of honor. 

“It’s probably the biggest sticker 
shock of the year you get because 
it’s probably the one time of the 
year where you buy as much,” says 
Jim Sartwelle, an economist at the 
American Farm Bureau, which 
since 1986 has released an annual 
Turkey Day tally based on an infor- 
mal survey by volunteer shoppers 
across the country.

But unless you splash out on spe- 
cialty ingredients, such as a free- 
range heirloom breed turkey — $100 
and up — Thanksgiving isn’t that 
expensive a meal taken serving by 
serving, Sartwelle says. 

Last year, the bureau estimated 
the average cost for a traditional 
meal for 10 people was $42.26, up 
nearly 11 percent from 2006. But 
adjusted for inflation, the cost 
was $20.46, a decline of 9 per- 
cent compared to prices from 20 
years ago. 

The farm bureau won’t be releas- 


ing results of its current survey until 
mid-November, but Sartwelle said 
early information indicates prices 
are somewhat higher than they 
were last year, mostly because of 
higher gas prices. 

But the cost of putting enough 
bird, spuds, green beans, stuffing, 
cranberry sauce and pumpkin pie 
on the table to leave eight to 10 peo- 
ple satisfied can vary widely across 
the country, a recent Associated 
Press survey of grocer prices in six 
cities found. 

The bargains were in Little Rock, 
Ark., and Concord, N.H., where all 
the fixings could be had for about 
$30. In Omaha, Neb.; Atlanta; and 
Oceanside and Westbury, N.Y., the 
price went up another $10 to $14.

Despite the chilly winds sweep- 
ing across the economy, shop- 
pers interviewed a month before 


Thanksgiving at Whole Foods Mar- 
ket in Berkeley said they doubted 
they’d be cutting back much this 
year, although they were thinking 
about cost. 

Helen Greenspan was looking 
into buying an entire meal ready- 


cooked from the store, more expen- 
sive than starting from scratch 
but still cheaper than going out 
to eat. 

“I can do it because everybody’s 
chipping in,” she explained. 

And it’s worth it because of “no 
preparation and no cleanup after- 
ward,” she said with a grin. 

Carol Williams, who usually 
switches off holding the family 
Thanksgiving with a sister, also 
wasn’t expecting to make any 
changes this year, although she 
thought that might be a possibil- 
ity if the economic indicators keep 
heading south. 

“Maybe next year might be 
worse,” she said. 

The same turkey tranquility pre- 
vailed at a No Frills Supermarket 
in Omaha, Neb. 

Shopper Jerry Tegtmeier said 
he doesn’t expect the economy to 
carve a hole in his plans. Tegt- 


meier said about 40 people usually 
attend his family’s Thanksgiving in 
Omaha, and everyone brings part 
of the meal. 

“We’ve got a large family, and we 
share the price,” Tegtmeier said. 

Jason Perrotto said his dad’s side 
of the family always gathers at his 
grandmother’s house in Omaha for 
Thanksgiving. Everybody brings 
a side dish or dessert, so nobody 
bears the burden of preparing the 
entire meal. 

Nick Heustis, marketing and 
community relations specialist for 
the Berkeley Whole Foods, said cus- 
tomers have definitely being show- 
ing a marked attention to prices this 
year, prompting the market to offer 
more specials and start running 
“value tours” that highlight ways 
to save money, whether it’s by clip- 
ping coupons or buying from the 
bulk aisle. 

The best tools for keeping 
Thanksgiving from turning into 
Thanks-taking? Paper and pencil. 

People often over-shop “because 
the last thing we want to do is run 
out. But having good planning, 
really looking at what you’re going 
to be serving and who’s coming 
over, and buying appropriately 
can save tons of money,” he said.

CFCNCA Donors Shine Brightly as 
Stars of Annuai Giving Campaign 


J ust weeks into the 2008 

Combined Federal Campaign 
of the National Capital Area 
(CFCNCA), Federal employ- 
ees are proving once again 
that they are stars. After only 
two weeks of the campaign, they had 
already pledged more than $3.1 mil- 
lion, or 5 percent of the 2008 goal of 
$61 million. Department of Defense 
employees are leading the way with 
pledges of more than $1.5 million. Re- 
ports about the continued generos- 
ity of Federal donors come into the 
CFCNCA headquarters almost min- 
ute by minute, and will continue to do 
so, right up to and even beyond the of- 
ficial end of the campaign on Decem- 
ber 15. These Federal employees truly 
know how to “Be a Star in Some- 
one’s Life!” through their support of 
the Combined Federal Campaign. 


In addition to its goal of $61 mil- 
lion, CFCNCA has set the following 
benchmarks for the 2008 campaign: 

• Reach all 350,000 poten- 
tial Federal employee donors with 
an informed opportunity to give; 

• Increase the participation 
rate from 42 to 44 percent; 

• Increase the average gift by 5 
percent, from $412 to $433; and 

• Increase the overall num- 
ber of donors by an addi- 
tional 7,000 employees. 

Most of the Cabinet departments 
have already kicked off their cam- 
paigns. Participation and support 
from agencies’ leadership is at an all- 
time high as they urge Federal em- 
ployees to show their support for 
millions of people in the Washing- 
ton Metropolitan Area, across the 
country, and around the world. 
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Volunteers are 
key to success 

The campaign would not be pos- 
sible without the tireless efforts of 


a large corps of CFCNCA volun- 
teers, including Campaign Manag- 
ers, Coordinators, Team Captains, 
and Keyworkers. All volunteers re- 
ceive extensive training prior to 
the start of the campaign dur- 
ing which they learn their key ob- 
jectives and how to help reach the 
campaign’s $61 million goal. 

This year, volunteers received 
special training in the electron- 
ic options available for pledging. 
Through CFC-e™ and Employee 
Express, employees can research 
charities participating in the 2008 
campaign and experiment with dif- 
ferent gift amounts. With CFC-e™, 
employees can go to the CFC web- 
site, www.cfcnca.org, and click on the 
link to “Giving” where they can re- 
search charities. Donors can choose 
to give via cash, check, or payroll de- 
duction and with one click, print out 
the two required copies of the 0PM- 
approved Pledge Form, plus one to 
retain for personal records. Employ- 
ees who work at agencies utilizing Em- 
ployee Express can use that system for

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New LFCC Chair Embodies Spirit of Giving 


F or Linda Jacobs Washing- 
ton, raising money to help 
others has been a part of 
her life since she was a lit- 
tle girl, when she and oth- 
ers from her church would 
Trick-Or-Treat for a well-known chil- 
dren’s charity. “That image stuck with 
me and I carried it to CFC. You take 
something that’s a tradition and turn 
it around to help someone,” she said. 

Washington has demonstrated that 
passion for helping others through- 
out her career as a Federal employ- 
ee. Currently Assistant Secretary for 
Administration at the Department of 
Transportation (DOT), she has served 
as Campaign Manager at DOT, as a 
member of the Local Federal Coordi- 
nating Committee (LFCC) since 2005, 
and recently became the LFCC Chair. 

The energy and passion Washing- 
ton showed as a campaign volunteer 
led then-LFCC Chair Vince Micone 
to recruit her for the board. Micone 


“saw something in me and I hope he 
saw passion for what CFC was doing,” 
Washington said. Washington joined 
the board, and when Micone moved 
to the private sector, she took over as 
Chair, spearheading the CFC effort for 
the 349,000 military, civilian and post- 
al workers in the National Capitol Area. 

The Federal employees who serve 
on the LFCC make the CFC in this 
region possible. The committee deter- 
mines the eligibility of the nearly 4,000 
charities listed in the 2008 Catalog 
of Caring, and oversees the CFCN- 
CA to ensure federal regulations are 
met and that every Federal employ- 
ee in the area is given an informed 
opportunity to give through the CFC. 

Chairing the committee is a big job, 
and one that she takes on as a volun- 
teer. But Washington is used to big 
jobs: In her current role at DOT, Wash- 
ington led the department’s efforts 
to relocate 6,000 employees to the 
new DOT headquarters building 


last year over an 11-week period. 

“Teamwork made it happen,” she 
says, the same kind of teamwork that 
has helped DOT become a leader in 
CFC giving. The passion and focus 
for the CFC come from the top down 
and spread throughout the organiza- 
tion, Washington explained. Each year 
DOT Secretary Mary E. Peters makes 
a video for department staff; employ- 
ees share their own stories about how 
charities have helped them; and divi- 
sions compete against one another and 
sponsor fun events to generate inter- 
est and excitement. A favorite from last 
year was the “Dudes of DOT” fash- 
ion show. “The key is to make fund- 
raising fun,” she says. Washington 
also credits the excellent efforts of 
Loaned Executives over the years. 

Giving back, Washington adds, 
becomes “embedded in your personal- 
ity, embedded in your soul and your 
heart.” 

This is something Washington and 


her husband, former Dallas Cowboy 
and Super Bowl champion, Mark Wash- 
ington, share a passion for. They often 
participate in the “Wounded Warrior” 
program at a local hospital where in 
years past they watched the Super Bowl 
with injured troops - something that 
all parties involved looked forward to. 

“If we took the time to list the 
things that we were thankful for, it 
would be overwhelming,” Washing- 
ton said. “Part of being thankful is 
giving back, and part of that is giv- 
ing to a charity of your choice.” 

When asked about how the frag- 
ile economy might affect giving this 
year, she was positive. “We haven’t 
had to change the message. I think 
that really says something, that the 
Federal workforce here is commit- 
ted to helping others,” she said. 

“I want to thank all the people who 
are committed to CFC — ^the Federal 
workers. I’m so proud of them and what 
they do year after year. It’s just great.” ★

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Grateful Dad Becomes 
Dedicated Donor 



y name is Rusty 
Huyck, and I 
will never for- 
get that day on 
April 5, 1986, 
when my daughter was born. 

As a dad there is such immense 
pride in officially being charged 
as a knight to be a role mod- 
el for your family. After a long 
extended period as most births 
are, we were napping, only to 
be awoken only a few hours lat- 
er to be informed that my daugh- 
ter was in trouble. She was born 
prematurely, and her lungs were 
not functioning. There was a 
chance they might have to move 
her by helicopter to the near- 
est neonatal care unit, hours 
away from where we lived. 

In that darkest hour waiting 
to see if she would pull through, 

I went to the all faiths chapel 
to find strength by promising 
I would help give back in any 
way I could for ill children. It’s 
those times when you feel most 
alone in this world — until you 
open your eyes and see others 
sharing far greater obstacles 
than yourself all around you, as 
I saw in the children’s ward. 

Following my daughter’s emergency neonatal 
care, my prayers were answered, and her 
aftercare was provided closer to home in the 
nearby children’s hospital, despite its already 
overtaxed capacity. My daughter would attend her 
first birthday graduation at the children’s hospital 
annual event. This is a big deal for parents 
and friends whose lives have been touched in 
that way by sharing a bond to give back. 

That’s how I got started giving to children’s 
hospitals through CFC to this day. What I know 
is that no matter what organization you give 
to, the funding supports medical knowledge 
that is shared for research. My daughter is a 
testimonial in support of others who gave, which 
resulted in a drug that literally gave her a normal 
life. Most obviously, I became that champion 
that’s in us all through giving so that others 
will not face these challenges without hope. 

In 2005 just shortly after a move, new duty 
station, first marathon, daughter attending college 
and my son, who filled me with pride, life could 
not be better. It was a phone call in January that 
confirmed I had been diagnosed with an aggres- 
sive prostate cancer at age 47. 1 will never forget

my wife’s first words. She said, “You will come 
through this and no matter what happens our goal 
is for you to see your children become adults.” 

Through collaboration of research funding a 
surgical breakthrough had been developed years 
before by two doctors from different facilities. 
Their goal was to preserve the quality of life 
of men diagnosed early with prostate cancer. 
Through research funding a blood test had 
been developed for early detection of prostate 
cancer, and it saved my life. I am not cured, 
but I have been cancer free for the past three 
plus years. Even though I cannot give to these 
programs directly, I can give to organizations 
that fight cancer through donations to CFC. If 
we all give just a little, the impact will be huge. 

Rusfy and his wife, Karen, are currently 
active duty members with the U.S. Coast 
Guard; since being treated for cancer. Rusty 
has completed three half marathons.it 
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Loaned executives Rose Free, Jose Ibarra, Michael Morgan and Bobby Grace with an oversized 
2008 CFC pledge card. 


Government Agencies 
"Loan" Talent to CFCNCA 


R aising $61 million for charity is 
no easy chore and involves the 
special talents of many dedicated 
government employees. In the 
Combined Federal Campaign of 
the National Capital 
Area (CFCNCA), every Federal 
department appoints a Vice 
Chair and a Campaign 
Manager to oversee the fund 
drive within its respective 
agency or department. To 
assist, over 40 government 
executives are “loaned” to the 
CFCNCA by their home agencies. 

This elite corps of Loaned Executives 
(LEs) participated in an intensive two-week 
training program this year, held at the 
Georgetown University Conference Center 
and CFCNCA headquarters. During the pro- 
gram, LEs discussed fund-raising techniques, 
project management, delivering presentations, 
and MANAGE, an online tool for campaign 
reporting, tracking, and ordering supplies 
and awards. During their training this year, 

LEs visited three CFCNCA charities: the Arc, 
Food and Friends, and the Covenant House. 

LEs are critical to the success of the 
campaign. They provide outstanding customer 
service, train campaign volunteers, and reach 
all employees with an informed opportunity to 
give. With the help of LEs, CFCNCA expects 


to meet — and exceed — its $61 million goal. 

“The Loaned Executive program not only 
helps the CFC, but it provides the participants 
with a very unique form of leadership and execu- 
tive development,” says Admiral Thad Allen, 
Commandant of the U.S. Coast 
Guard and the 2008 CFC Hon- 
orary Chair. “Participants will 
walk away with a life experi- 
ence that’s truly enriching and 
is a win/win for everybody.” 

LEs Come from Varied 
Backgrounds 

LEs come to the CFC in different 
ways. Sheila Abubaker is a program 
specialist at the Department of Education. 

“I was just coming off of three months on 
a detail when my management mentioned 
the need for a Loaned Executive at CFC,” 
Abubaker says. “I figured it would be an 
interesting experience and volunteered, but I 
soon had second thoughts about what I’d just 
signed up for. I contacted a former LE from 
my department, and he calmed my fears by 
telling me how worthwhile an experience 
it would be. And you know what? He was 
right. I’ve enjoyed meeting and working with 
a large cross section of Federal workers.” 

Rose Free, a financial program specialist 
at the Department of Treasury, was also

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just coming off a detail when she received an email about the 
LE program. “I was looking for something that would provide 
me with additional growth and development,” says Free. “I’ve 
truly enjoyed reenergizing others when it comes to giving.” 
Others are back for a second tour as a Loaned Executive. 

Carol Campbell from the Department of Justice was an 
LE in 2000 and was happy to return to the CFC fold for this 
year’s campaign. “It’s truly a great experience and allows 
me to help people who may have fallen through the cracks,” 
said Campbell. Bobby Grace is known as “Mr. CFC” at the 
Department of Health and Human Services. “I started out 
in 1998 as a Keyworker and since then have worn every hat 
in the CFC, from Coordinator to Campaign Manager,” says 
Grace. He adds, “It was the logical next step in the cam- 
paign’s progression for me, and I’m honored to be here.” 

There is No Typical Day 

One thing LEs can count on is that there is no such thing 
as a typical day. One day they may be visiting charities to 
learn about the services, and the next they may be teach- 
ing Keyworkers how to run a successful campaign. Other 
days they may be setting up charity fairs and answering the 
myriad questions from donors, charities, and Keyworkers. 

“I like the train- 
ing,” says the Depart- 
ment of Labor’s Deb- 
bie Eschmann. She 
has been in budget 
her whole career and 
admits that present- 
ing it at times can get 
kind of dry. “I like the 
fact that I can do some 
rah-rah training, and 
it helps to have found 
out that there are so 
many fellow Feder- 
al employees who 
are involved with the campaign and are easily motivated.” 

Maria Hernandez from the Department of Transporta- 
tion comments, “It’s been a long time since I’ve had to deal 
with the level of logistics that this campaign demands, but 
when you go to a kickoff event you get to see your efforts 
pay off and start to feel the importance of the work we 
are doing.” She adds that she caught herself talking to her- 
self the other day and saying, “Now this is exciting!” 

“I have been a Keyworker five times in my career 
with the United States Army,” says Marco Soto of the 
Defense Threat Reduction Agency. “I thought I knew 
all about the campaign from that experience, but I nev- 
er realized the level of all that goes on,” he adds. 

Chris Langello from the General Services Administra- 
tion says, “I like the training aspect of the job and have found 
that if I do a good job I can motivate my fellow Federal work- 
ers to reach out to more potential donors.” He adds, “Our 
statistics show that a face-to-face ask for a CFC contribu- 
tion means a lot more than just leaving a catalog and pledge 
card on someone’s desk. Proper training of our volunteers is 
an indirect way, yet a great way, to spread our message.” 

When asked about her greatest success so far in the cam- 
paign, LE Sandy Russell of the Defense Contract Audit 
Agency says, “The success I see in others, such as Cam- 
paign Managers and Keyworkers getting excited, being

creative, doing the ask, and driving them on to achieve their 
goals, which may have resulted partially from my train- 
ing and communications, is significant reward to me.” 

Some LEs go above and beyond 
their usual duties and create tools 
that have proved valuable in 2008. 

Michael Morgan of the Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs cre- 
ated a new CFC logo that has 
received very favorable reviews. The 
logo is similar to the CFC Star logo that 
was unveiled this campaign, but Morgan’s 
logo is shaped like a heart. “I think the star is very appropri- 
ate for the theme of this year’s campaign, but to me, a heart con- 
veys the act of giving or sharing much better,” says Morgan. He 
designed the original mock-up and then enlisted the services of his 
son Patrick, a graphic artist. He adds, “I recently saw the logo being 
used at a kickoff I attended, and it made my heart fill with pride.” 

For training purposes, Grace had the 2008 pledge form enlarged 
to poster size. “It’s very useful for smaller venues,” says Grace. 

In addition, LEs cite other benefits, such as the opportuni- 
ty to work with people from other agencies, hone public speak- 
ing skills, and watch the personal and professional growth of 
agency volunteers as they assume leadership responsibilities. 

The LEs are very positive about their experience and come away 
with a renewed appreciation for the importance of the Combined 
Federal Campaign and the difference each individual can make. 

In summing up their experience, LEs all agreed that know- 
ing that their job directly helps so many people and makes 
a real difference in the lives of others is extremely gratify- 
ing. Langello adds, “There is nothing like the feeling of being 
able to help someone in need. My work as a Loaned Exec- 
utive provides me with that feeling deep down inside.” 

“With a heart to serve, I have been truly blessed and honored to 
be placed in a position where I can utilize my skills and abilities to 
motivate, encourage, and help Federal employees to assist others 
who are in need,” says Rhonda Murrill of the Department of Trans- 
portation.

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Thirty Years 
of "Fired Up!"

T hirty years ago, when Edith Parrish start- 
ed working for the Combined Federal Cam- 
paign of the National Capital Area (CFCNCA), 
the campaign goal was $9 million. 

“That was just unreal to me — $9 mil- 
lion!” Parrish says, who had come from 
a smaller charity, with a much more modest goal. 

This year the campaign goal is a whopping $61 mil- 
lion. “The needs just keep growing and growing,” Parrish 
says. “The charity list was a trifold brochure then, and now 
it’s the size of a telephone directory!” What has not changed 
over the years is her commitment to the mission of the Com- 
bined Federal Campaign (CFC), which has never wavered. 

Like many staff, volunteers and donors, Parrish has had per- 
sonal experience with CFC-supported agencies and knows 
what a lifeline they can be. When her husband’s diabe- 
tes caused his health to deteriorate, she sought advice from 
one CFC-funded agency and was able to make arrangements 
through others that allowed her to continue working, know- 
ing that her husband’s needs were being met during the day. 

No Place to Call Home 

Despite its enormous mission of raising funds for char- 
ities that meet the needs of people locally, nationally, and 
internationally, the Combined Federal Campaign did not 
have a formalized organizational structure at the time Par- 
rish came on board and there were only five permanent staff 
members. They didn’t even have a place to call home. 

“In the early days, we actually moved the office every six 
months,” Parrish recalls. They took smaller offices when one 
campaign ended then moved into bigger accommodations when 
the next campaign began. About three years after Parrish start- 
ed, the director of the office announced, “We’re not going to do 
this foolishness any more, Edith,” so together they wrote a pro- 
posal and convinced the host at the time, the Department of 
Agriculture, that it was more efficient to stay in one place. 

Different agencies donated office furnishings. “We had trash- 
cans from the CIA, we had tables from Agriculture, and chairs 
from Commerce, and just a hodgepodge of stuff.” No matter 
what space they occupied or who owned the chairs they sat in, 
the staff operated at full throttle for the good of the campaign. 

A Sergeant with Compassion 

For Parrish, the most rewarding aspect of working for 
CFCNCA is “knowing that I make a difference in the lives 
of people who don’t need to know my name.” She is par- 
ticularly gratified to see how much the benchmarks have 
grown over the years, as higher goals are set and achieved, 
because the needs have also grown enormously. 

Her personal mandate is to treat others the way she wants

to be treatecd, ancd her colleagues woulcd agree that she succeeds. 
She especially enjoys mentoring younger professionals working 
with CFC for the first time. Each year a new group of Loaned 
Executives (LEs) arrives, which Parrish says keeps things fresh. 
“I’ve enjoyed so much doing workshops — they keep me young 
and vibrant.” 

She bluntly tells the LEs to check their egos at the door; 
there is too much work to do to let egos get in the way. And she 
never loses sight of the mission to raise money for those in need. 
The LEs affectionately called her “Sarge,” which Parrish always 
spelled “$arge” because the important thing is the money 
raised to help others. 

From the Outhouse to the White House 

Through the years, Parrish has had many memorable 

experiences and the 
opportunity to meet 
many famous people, 
including presidents 
and vice presidents, 
cabinet officers and 
members of Congress. 
“I’m blessed by hav- 
ing been able to do 
that,” she says, adding 
that some of the LEs 
marvel that she has 
met the heads of their 
agencies, when even they have not done so. 

Vice President Walter Mondale came to the campaign kickoff 
one year. Another year, the first CFCNCA President’s Award 
was presented by President Reagan during a Rose Garden cer- 
emony. “I had to coordinate that, and it was exciting,” she said. 
She also recalled the time she presented a CFC recognition 
award to Senator Strom Thurmond on the steps of the Capitol. 

Reflecting on the opportunities she has had, Parrish says 
with a smile, “I’m just a country girl from North Carolina 
who’s gone from the outhouse to the White House.” 

One year a prominent U.S. senator was a member of the 
“Campaign Cabinet.” More than 1,100 people were attending 
the kickoff, and the main level of the auditorium was 
already filled. “I didn’t recognize his face,” Parrish laughed. 

“This gentleman came and said ‘I’m here for the CFC kick- 
off.’ And I said, ‘Well, thank you very much sir, I think

“They are only 
thirty seconds in length and are 
perfect icebreakers for training 
sessions, kickoffs, and rallies.” 

In addition to the traditional 
ways a video is used at CFCNCA 
events, the PSAs were also 
designed to be broadcast by 
Federal agencies that have the 
capabilities to show them on 
their intranet or via internal 
broadcasting networks.

“We feel we have the right 
mix of humor and warmth that 
will appeal to almost anyone.”

Broadcast quality versions are 
also available for download. 

So far in the campaign the 
PSAs have been shown at 
numerous Federal agencies 
and departments, including 
the Department of Justice, the 
General Services Administration, 
and the Department of the 
Treasury. The Internal Revenue 
Service is planning on placing 
them on their intranet, and the 
Pentagon Channel is adding them 
to their programming rotation. 

“They’ve only been available for 
a short time, but already they’ve 
garnered a great deal of interest 
and enthusiasm among our 
Loaned Executives and Campaign 
Managers,” says De Cristofaro. 
“We are excited about the enthu- 
siasm they are generating, and 
hope they will keep the Combined 
Federal Campaign fresh in the

hen it comes to anything 
related to the 2008 Com- 
bined Federal Campaign of 
the National Capital Area 
(CFCNCA), the place to be 
is at www.cfcnca.org. That 
is the official CFCNCA website, and it features 
important campaign news, downloads, and the 
online campaign management tool MANAGE. 

“I like to think of it as one-stop shopping 
spot for volunteers, donors, and charities,” says 
Anthony De Cristofaro, executive director of 
the CFCNCA.

The website was redesigned for this year’s 
campaign.

there are plenty of seats upstairs.’ 

Then he said, ‘Well, thank you, but 
I think I’m supposed to be up there,’ 
pointing to the stage. And then he told 
me his name, and I took off running.” 
Her colleagues teased her about that 
for a long time, saying they had never 
seen her move so fast. 

As minister of music at her church, 
Parrish is an organist, pianist, and choir 
director. She used to sing the national 
anthem at the kickoffs and marveled, “I 
had an audience of over a thousand.” 

Passion and Energy in All

Parrish devotes the same energy 
and passion to her “leisure” activities 
as she does to the CFC.

consuming, but she felt being inter- 
im pastor was a natural fit for her.
